SIGHTS OF SLOUGH, 


Bpots of Legendary, Literary and His- 
toric Interest, 


The soil of England is so thickly 
suwn With legenda and _ historic 
literary shrines, that if one should 
unexpectedly be set down from a bal- 
loon or an automebile in any part of 
the mother country, he would be like- 
to find something to interest him 

his is illustrated by the contents of 
little pocket guide’ about Slough, re 
cently published. Slough is a town cf 
approximately fourteen thousand in- 
habitants, situated wighteen miles 
west of London. It stands on the 
“Great Bath Road.” In earlier days, 
before a direct rail line was built to 
the royal country seat, members of 
the royal household used to leave the 
trains at Slough on their way to 
Windsor, two miles distant. Within 
a radius of nine miles, one may find 
the burial places of Edmund Burke, 
Edmund Waller, the poet, and the 
author of the “Elegy Written in a 
County Churchyard.” Two villages in 
whieh John ilton lived, one still 
containing a cottage whose roof is 
anid to have sheltered the head of 
the blind poet, are in the neighbor- 
hood. Only six miles from Slough 
is Runnymede, indissolubly connected 
with the signing of Magna Charta by 
King John. There are relics of Dic 
Turpin to be seen at Colnbrook, only 
four miles away, and Eton College is 
only one and a haif miles distant. 

The first public telegraph line in 
England is said to have been ere 
between Paddington and Slough in 
1844, and the first time the telegraph 
was used for the capture of a crim: 
inal was the employment of this line 
when Tawell, a Quaker, endeavored to 
escape to London after committing a 
brutal murder near Salt Hill. frie 
approach to the city being known, he 
was shadowed from the moment he 
reached Paddington, and he was even 
tually arrested, Salt Hill, which is « 
suburb of Slough, it will be recalled, 
for nearly two centuries was the scene 
of the triennial hold-ups by the Eton 
schoolboys. Before the opening of the 
railroad age the highway adjacent to 
this “hill” was frequented by numer 
ous travelers, Once in every three 
years it was the custom of the schol 
are to march in procession from Eton 
to a mound on the south side of the 
Bath Road, Here, accompanied with 
much ceremony, witty speeches were 
made by the captain of the scholars 
some wearing quaint uniforma with 
brass epaulettes and amall swords and 


others carrying long staves with 
round, flat heads, bearing inacrip- 
tions, scoured the country and the 


highway and ulred all “to stand 
and delifer,” The money thua col- 
lected was known as “salt.” It was 
epeties to providing the captain of 
the school with funds on going to the 
university, It was his custom to ex- 
rosa his thanks from the top of Salt 
fill, It is said that King William 
(11. was not exempt from the “at 
tack” of these licensed young high

330,000 Pensions Already. 

The Old-Age Pensions Act will only 
just double the number of male pen: 
sloners in the country, This seems o 
romarkable fact, but it is perfectly 
true 

Of the old people who will become 
pensioners next year the majority 
will be women, About 260,000 old 
men are all that will benefit, But at 
the present time we have that num 
ber of pensioners among us, made up 
as follows 

There are 171,815 army, navy, and 
civil service pensioners, whe receive 
£7,003,000 a year; while officials of 
focal authorities and the police are 
pensioned to the number of 33,186 
receiving £1,830,800, 

There are 5,829 pensioned school- 
teachers, who get among them £171,- 
333 

Trade unions pension 15,383 mem 
bers, giving them £256,764 a year 
From charities and in almsahouses, 
over 30,000 people get pensions of 
about £400,000, 

This makes a total of more than a 
quarter of a million, penny all of 
whom are males, They receive near: 
ly £10.062,000 among them, But there 
are more, For instance, the friendly 
societies are said to have 68,000 pen- 
sioners, and many old servants, and 
other employes, are pensioned by 
their former employers, 

Probably the total number of pen- 
sioners does not fall much short of 


330,000, all told,

STRIKES IN BRITAIN. 


Shorter Than Usual Last Year and 
Involving Fewer Men. 


An interesting report on strikes 
and lockouts in the United Kingdom 
in 1907, compiled by Mr. A. Wilson 
Fox, is published by the Labor De 
partment of the Board of Trade. 

The number of workpeople involved 
directly or indirectly in stoppages of 
work owing to strikes and lockouts 
which began in 1907 was, the report 
says, comparatively small (147,498), 
and the aggregate duration of all the 
disputes in progress during tle year 
(2,162,000 working days), was below 
that of any year for which the de 
partment has records except 1904. 

The strikes and lockouts of 1907 
caused a loss of working time amount 
ing to less than a quarter of a day 
per head of the whole industrial pop 
ulation of the United Kingdom, ex-. 
clusive of seamen and agricultural 
laborers, who are not included in the | 
records of disputes kept by the de- 
partment. Nearly three-quarters of | 
the time lost in 1907 was due to dis. | 
putes in the textile, coal mining, and | 
engineering and shipbuilding indus- 
tries. | 
As usual, questions of wages were | 
the most frequent causes of disputes. | 
As compared with the previous year, 
however, there was a decline in the 
proportion of workpeople who struck | 
work to obtain an increase in wages 
The resulta of the disputes were in 
favor of the workpeople so far as 
concerned 32.6 per cent. of the num- | 
ber directly involved, in favor of the 
employers so far as concerned 27 per 
cent., while in the case of 40.1 per 
cent. the result was a compromise. 

Three-fifthe of the disputes directly 
involving 74,000 workpeople, or nearly 
three-quarters of all those directly | 
involved in the disputes of the year, 
were settled by the parties themselves | 
or their representatives, and 45 dis | 
putes, directly involving 13.296 work- 
people, were settled by conciliation or 
arbitration. 

The various voluntary boards of 
conciliation and arbitration are known 
to have considered 1,545 cases in the 
course of the year, and to have set / 
tled 668 of them. These boards are 
mainly concerned with the prevention 
of disputes rather than with their set 
tlement, and in only seven of the 
cases which came before them did dis. | 
putes reach the point at which a stop- 
page of work resulted,

In 
1602, also, the fourth marquis was 
compelled to sell the property, and it 
was bought by a London merchant 
who afterwards became Lord Mayor.

FOREST SCHOOLS. 


Two Alre Established in Canada - 
A Third in Prospect. 

Two schools of forestry are now in 
operation in Canada, Of these, that 
at the University of Toronto is the 
older. This was inaugurated in the 
autumn of 1907. It is a distinet 
Faculty of the University and has a 
staff of one professor, two lecturers 
and an assistant, . 

The head of the school and dean of 
the faculty of forestry ia Dr. B. EB. 
Fernow. Ho is a German by training, 
a graduate of the celebrated forest 
school at Muenden, and haa also 
studied at the University of Koenig- 
sberg. He has, however, been a 
resident of this continent for over 
thirty years, waa for twelve years 
(from 1886 to 1808) chief of the Divi- 
sion of Forestry of the United States

An Invention That Was Long After 
Printing Press, 


It was within half a century from 
the invention of printing that book 
plates were introdued as identifying 
marks to indicate the ownership of 
the volume, 

Germany, the fatherland of print 
ing from movable type and of wood 
cutting for mening impressions in 
ink on paper, is likewise the home 
land of the book plate, 

The earliest dated wood cut of ac 
cepted authenticity is the well known 
wat. Christopher of 1423," which was 
discovered in the Carthusian monas- 
tery of Buxheim in Suabia, 

tt was to insure the right of owner- 
ship in a book that the owner had it 
marked with the coat-of-arms of the 
family or some other heraldic device 
Libraries were kept intact and passed 
from generation to generation, bear: 
ing the emblem of the family, 

The firat book plate in France is 
dated 1674; in Sweden, 1575; Switzer 
land, 1607, and Italy, 1623, The earli-
